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ASHINGTON, July 16.—(Special.)—All hope of rescu- 

ing Minister Conger and all Americans in Pekin has 

been given up and the question now agitating the ad- 
ministration mind is how to be revenged upon the Chinese for 
the murder of our representatives within the empire. 

There seems to be no longer any doubt that all of the Amer- 
icans in Pekin have been massacred. Confirmatory reports to 
that effect have been received from so many sources that even 
Secretary Long, the most peaceful member of the cabinet, now 
admits that he sees nothing to hope for in the returns from Chi- 
na yet to come. 

So alarming were the returns received from China today 
that two separate cabinet meetings were held ‘at the state de- 
partment at the instance of Secretary Hay. The result is that 
President McKinley will abandon his intention to remain at Can- 
ton until late in August and will return at once to Washington, 
with the probability of calling an extra session of congress. The 
latest developments in China, and universal indignation and re- 
sentment on the part of the American people, render it necessa- 
ry for the United States to send a large additional force to Chi- 
na, not only to avenge the probable massacre of Minister Con- 
ger and his companions in Pekin, but to wipe out, as far as pos- 
sible, the slaughter of the gallant Ninth regiment and the death 
of Colonel Liscum, commanding the land forces of the United 
States. 

To accomplish this end, it will be necessary to divert a 
large force of troops from the Philippines, and it will also né- 
cessitate the expenditure of large sums of money to defray the 
expenses of a campaign in China. General MacArthur says he 
cannot reduce his force in the Philippines without endangering 
American interests, consequently it will be necessary for con- « 
gress to assemble in extra session to furnish’ the ways and 
means to carry out the United States’ policy in the — 
empire. 

TRYING TO KEEP PEOPLE CALM. 


This subject was discussed at the second cabinet meeting 
today and although no definite conclusion was reached, a major- 
ity of the members of the cabinet are of the opinion that an 
extra session of congress is inevitable, in view of the appalling 
situation in China. The subject of suppressing alarming re- 
ports from China, unless thoroughly authenticated, was.also se- 
riously considered. It was urged that in view of the administra- 
tion’s announced policy to refrain from making a formal declara- 
tion of war with China and to confine the United States fo a pol- 
icy of simply assisting the allied forces in rescuing distressed 
Americans in China, it is unwise to unduly excite our people by 
the promulgation of reports which may eventually prove incor- 
rect.

It will be remem- 
bered that the first blood shed in this 
uprising, before the murder of the.

The happenings at 
Tien Tsin, coming orm top of the stories 
of the latest struggles at Pekin; have not 
affected the attitude of the nation on this 
point; the United States and China are 
technically at peace. But this statement 
should not be accepted as indicating a 
purpose on the part of the United States 
government to hold its hand in the ad- 
ministration of swift and adequate pun- 
ishment upon the Chinese, without regard 
to station, who may be responsible for the 
outrages of the past few weeks. It means 
simply that the government of the United 
States feels it can best achieve that pur- 
pose by regarding the status officially as 
one of veace. To hold otherwise would 
seriously cripple the government in its ef- 
forts to obtain satisfaction for the out- 
rages to the Americans in China. Should 
they find the ports of China now open to 
us closed, all sorts of impediments would 
be encountered .which now are missing. 
Therefore, according to the administration 
view, a declaration of war-would afford 
not even a technical gain, while jt would 


be actually a heavy drawback.

AMERICANS SLAUGHTERED AS THEY ADVANCE, 


TIEN TSIN, July 13, via Che Foo, July 15, and Shanghai, 
July 16.—(Copyright, the Associated Press.)—At 2 o’clock this 
afternoon 7,000 of the allied troops were attempting to storm 
the wall of the city. The attack began at daylight. Its success 
is doubtful.

LONDON, July 16, 5:30 p. m—The foreign office has re- 
ceived no advices today from China. Although Lord Salisbury, 
the premier and minister for foreign affairs, does not doubt 
that Sir Claude MacDonald, the British minister at Pekin, has 
been murdered, he has not yet taken any steps regarding inter- 
national relations with China. There is at present no jnclina- 
tion to give the Chinese minister his passports. Lord Salisbury 
has seen or heard nothing of this functionary for several days— 
in fact, not since his lordship made the request that he trans- 
mit a message to Sir Claude MacDonald. The Chinese minister 
agreed, but nothing further has been heard of him. 

Since \the definite news of the massacre at Pekin has been 
receive communications have passed between the powers re- 
garding the necessity for further actiog or the advisability of de- 
claring war upon the Chinese government. | 

The Associated Press Tien Tsin dispatch announcing the 
repulse of the allies was the first news the foreign office had re- 
ceived of the occurrence and produced a feeling akin to dismay. 
Mr. Brodrick, the parliamentary secretary of the foreign office, 
had left,the office prepared to give the house of commons a 
rather satisfactory account of the operations at Tien Tsin: The 
serious import of the Associated Press dispatches was immedi- 
ately sent after him.

SKETCHES OF AMERICANS KILLED AND WOUNDED 


Savannah, Ga., July 16—CAPTAIN AUSTIN R. DAVIS, United States ma- 
rine corps, was about twenty-eight years old and the son of Rev. L. B. Davis. 
The family resided in this city for years. The father now lives in Atlanta, 
and a brother, Lucien E. Davis, lives in Chicago. Austin Davis was born 
‘in Darien, this state. He entered the naval academy at Annapolis in 1890. 
In 1894 he was entered in the marine corps as second lieutenant, and after 
some sea service was prometed to first lieutenant and assigned to the bat- 
tleship Oregon.. He made the memorable trip on that battleship from San 
Francisco to Santiago and was shortly afterwards promoted to a captaincy 
in the marine corps. He served through the Spanish war, at the enfi of which 
he was ordered to the Asiatic station. / 

Washington, July 1.—EMERSON H. LISCUM, of the Ninth infantry, who 
was killed at Tien Tsin, was one of the most gallant of the old civil war 
veterans still in the service. At the outbreak of the war he volunteered as 
corporal in company H of the First Vermont infantry, having beeh born in 
Vermont.. He was mustered out of the volunteers in August, 1861, and im- 
mediately entered the regular army as a private in the Twelfth infantry. 
Promotion was rapid in his case, and he received his first commission in the 
regular army as a second lieutenant in February, 1863. He became colonel 
of the Ninth infantry on April 25, 1899. He was breveted a captain in 1864 for 
gallant service in the hattle of Bethesda church and in the campaign be- 
fore Richmond, Va. Colonel Liscum was im the Santiago campaign with the 
Ninth infantry and was badly wounded at the battle ot San Juan Hill. The 
war department has taken note of his gallant services there and his name 
was to have been-presented at the next session of congress for promotion to 
the rank o. brigadier general. :

General Corbin claims that it is possible that the admiral’s dis- 
patch may be based on rumors brought to Chee Foo by unrella- 
ble persons and, therefore, it is unwise to inflame the public mind 
by such information unless it can be fully verified. 

This plea had but little effect outside of the war depart- 
ment. Secretary Long promptly resented the intimation that 
Admiral Remey would, under existing circumstances, indulge in 
sensationalism at such a crisis. He added that his high reputa- 
tion for courage, discretion and ability justifies the belief that 
the admiral had ample ground for the dispatch received at the na- 
vy department today. 

It is understood that Secretary Hay received some import- 
ant information bearing on the Chinese question, but he declin- 
ed to make it public by saying he had nothing to communicate 
to the public at this time beyond the information contained in 
Admiral Remey’s dispatch. 

The second cabinet conference was undoubtedly to consider 
the information which Secretary Hay possessed, and at the de-

critical is the Situation that an extra session can hardly be 
avoided. This impression is strengthened by the fact that Rep- 
resentative Cannon, chairman of the appropriations committee, 
was at the state department during the cabinet meeting and par- 
ticipated in the consideration of the subect. 


PRESIDENT HURRYING TO THE CAPITAL. 

_ After the adournment of the conference, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith admitted that the situation in China is so alarming 
that it was deemed advisable to call the cabinet together for an 
interchange of views as to what should be done, in addition to 


,the precautions already taken, to relieve American citizens in 


China. Our naval and military resources in the Philippines were 
considered and the question arose whether, in view of General 
MacArthur's statement that the military forces under his com- 
mand ts now inadequate, we can afford to withdraw any more 
troops from the Philippines and send them to China. In view of 
the heavy expenditures being daily incurred in connection with 
China, which have not been provided for, it was.urged that some 
provision of congress will be necessary to meet the demands to 
be made upon the treasury. These questions were seriously 
considered and the result was that a telegram was sent to the 
president outlining the individual views of the cabinet to the ef- 
fect that the crisis has now been reached in China and their ge- 
rious deliberation, followed by decisive action, is imperatiye. 
Late this afternoon a telegram was received at the white 
house that the president will return to Washington tomorrow. 


MILES MAY BE SENT TO CHINA. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—General Miles had an extended 
conference this afternoon with the seceretary of war concerning 
the dispatch of re-enforcements to China. No statement could 
be secured as to-the result of the conference, but it is under- 
stood that General Miles very strongly urged that troops be im- 
mediately withdrawn from the Philippines, so that a large army 
could be thrown into China within comparatively a few days, 
instead of awaiting the siow processes of assembling an army in. 
this country and Cuba and then getting it to China. The troops 
in the Philippinds could make the trip across to China in about 
a week, while the dispatch of troops from this country will take 
considerably more than a month and the men hardly can be on 
the field until September. 

Notwithstanding General Miles’s recommendation, the ap- 
parent policy is to forward the troops to China from this coun. 
try and Cuba as fast as they can be assembled. 

With the sending of 8,000 to 10,000 men provision doubtless 
will be made for aw officer of high rank to take command of this 
force. General Miles has recommended that, Major General Bates, 
who commanded a brigade with credit in Cuba, be placed in 
command. He is 10ow in the Philippines, and could readily 
reach the field of action. The disposition, however, is toward 
sending an officer from this country, and as the conditions are 
so rapidly expanding, General Miles is frequently referred to as 
likely to assume command of the American forces in the orient. 


ENGLAND HAS NO CONFIRMATION OF [ASSACRE. 


LONDON, July 17.—3:55 a. m.—Up to this hour no further news has been 
received regarding the reported massacre at Pekin, from any source. In the 
hous2 of commons, last evening, beyond an admission that there was no ground 
for hoping that the rejort was not true, William St. John Brecderick, parlia- 
meatary secretary to the foreign oflice, had nothing to communicate. An un- 
usual] bush fell upon the chamber when the subject came up. A few members 
doff2d their hats, but otherwise there was no demonstration. No question was 
put.to Lord Salisbury in the house of lords, probably by a preconcerted arrange- 
ment, it belng considszred that at the present stage of affairs it would be oaly 
embarrassing to force the premier to make a statement. 

It was whispered on the ministerial side of the commons that the next vote, 
on account of military undertakings in South Africa and China, will be startling 
in amount. 

Telegrams from Shanghai and Che Fog indicate an increasingly serious state 
of affairs. It is alleged that the foreign consuis at Shanghai have cabled their 
governments that there is urgent need of warsnips to protect that port, owing 
to the menacing attitude of the Chinese and the temptation to loot the vast 
stores of merchandise recently accumulated there. 

It seems that the Chinese have already threatened to fire the great oll tanks 
on the Pao Tung side of the city. 

From Che Foo comes the report that the entire adult male population of 
three provinces of Chi Li, Shan Si and Shan [ling are massing to defend Pekin, 
in the conviction that the powers mean war. 

There is little doubt that a.further check of the allies’ at Tien Tsin would 
be the signal for a general anti-foreign rising throughout China, 

The Japanese officers are still confident of their ability to reach Pekin before 
the roads become impassable, but the European commanders believe an advance 
will be impossible before September. Fighting is said to be imminent at New 
Chwang, where the boxers are threatening the foreign settlement. The Rus- 
sians have barricaded the streets and loopholed the houses of the foreigners. 
The bank officials nave removed their valuables to Port Arthur. 

Perhaps the most serious among the many reports from Shanghai ts the 
rumor that, since the massacre at Pekin, five Chinese regiments have been or- 
dered south with instructions to make Ching Hang Po, at -he head of the grand 
canal, the objective point for the southward cxtension of the boxer movement. |

PERFECT HARIIONY IS NECESSARY. 


BERLIN, July 16—The news regardirg the massacre at Pekin has been re- 
ceived by the German pre:s with a unanimous expression of sorrow and indig- 
nation.

“There is no excuse for the nation which commits such crimes and none for 
the government which favors, tolerates or fails to prevent thém.’’ 

All the papers insist upon the absolute necessity henceforth of perfect har- 
mony between the powers. 

“The powers will no longer qharrel,” says the Lokal Anzeiger, “or weigh 
things against each other. They will try everything. They will risk every man 
until this unparalleled crime has met with the punishment it deserves.”

IN THE 


New York, July 16.—Once more a fighter 
pitted against a boxer has clearly dem- 
onstrated the superiority of the fighter. 
Tonight, in the presence of 14,000 people 
in Madison Square Garden, Terty McGov- 
ern, of Brooklyn, defeated Frank Erne, 
of Buffalo, the lightweight champion of 
the world. It was a hurricane ‘Tight from 
bell to bell, without a second’s let up, 
except when one of the contestants was 
lying on the floor of the ring. McGov- 
ern adopted the tactics which he said 
he would. He rushed in on Erne at 
the very beginning and sent left and 
right in such quick succession that Erne, 
fast as he is, was nonplussed. Erne un- 
doubtedly is the cleverer of the two, but 
his cleverness availed him nothing 
against the. bulldog rush .and flerce at- 
tacks of the little featherweight cham- 
pion. Erne, of course,. trained far be- 
low his usual weight, as he had agreed 
to meet McGovern at 128, which is five 
pounds below the lightweight Mmit. In 
doing this many believed that the strain 
would be too much for the Buffalo iad 
and that McGovern, who is rugged and 
tenacious, would surely beat him down. 

Many of the wise ones compared Erne’s 
reduction of weight with that of Joe Wol- 
cott when the latter trained down some 
years ago to 131 pounds in order to 
meet Kid Lavigne in the lightweight 
class. Wolcott made a_ mistake on this 
occasion, for Lavigne cut him to pieces 

Tonight Erne said he weighed only 126% 
pounds, but declared that he was in ex- 
cellent condition and was as strong as 
ever. | 

McGovern, on the contrary, was at 
about his best fighting weight, 123 pounds, 
and he was never in better condition in 
his life. In the first round when Erne 
knocked McGovern down with a blow 
on the head and the little fellow took the 
count before he got up, the Erne rooters 
believed that their man would win. They 
believed McGovern would lose his head 
from this knockdown, but they were 
mistaken, as the result proved. 
McGovern got up with a grin on his 
face and salied right in with terrific 
force. He played sad havoc with Erne’s 
body and was satisfied to stand blows in 
the face as long as he could reach Erne’ Ss 
wind. 

In the second round Erne broke dgound 
several times, but always came back with 
a dangerous left or right for Terry’s head. 
The fighting was so fast that it was im- 
possible to Keep track of the blows, but 
Terry: landed three blows to Efne’s two. 
In ciincnes, which were frequent, both 
men were guilty of holding, but McGovern 
was the only one to be cautioned by the 
referee. Toward the close of the round 
Terry put a hard one over Erne’s seart 
and a stiff right hook to the hody, which 
weakened Erne. 

In the third round, which proved to be 
the last, Terry fought fester than ever. 
He vas up to his man all the time, grin- 
ning when he got a punch as well as when 
he was sending one in. When he floored 
Erne for the first time it looked as if the 
latter -vould not be able to resume hos- 
tilities, but he arose to his feet fairly 
strong and tried to offset McGovern's ad- 
vantages.

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PARISIAN FIELD } 
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AMERICANS CAPTURE 16 
OUT OF 21 CONTESTS. 


Paris, July 16.—Twenty-one champion- 
ship contests in connection with the ex- 
position have been decided within the last 
three days and Americans can boast of 
winning sixteen and of securing thirteen 
seconds and twelve thirds. 

Nine events took place today, in which 
the Americans placed six firsts, six s»-- 
onds and seven thirds to their credit.

Thig result was somewhat disappointing 
for the American spectators, as they had 
hoped to see Orton repeat his splendid 
performance of yesterday. 

The Americans had the hammer throw- 
ing contest to themselves, their two 
Swedish rivais being utterly outclassed.

RE TRIED IN POLICE COURTROOM 


Board Held Liveliest Sort of Session in Recorder's Cour 
~ Last Night 


TWO OFFICERS DISMISSED 


(thers Were Suspended for Fallure To 
| Do Thelr Duty, 


(CE LEMONADE WAS PROVIDED 


Some Decidedly Unique and Interest- 
ing Cases Against Officers—May- 
or Woedward Absent—De- 
tective Hewitt’s Case 
Postponed. 


The board of police commissioners sat 
in the recorder’s courtroom last night 
to try nine members of the force on all 
gorts of charges. It was a sort of irony 
of fate that these peace officers should 
be arraigned in the court where they 
themselves so oft prosecute the guilty and 
offending. 

The six commissioners were present, 
but the mayor was absent. 

The chief of police had provided a tub 
pf ice lemonade, and this, with’ a pair 
lectric fans, served to reduce the high 


missioners from warming up too much. 

After holding a three hours’ session last 
night and rendering a batch of verdicts, 
an adjournment was had until next Mon- 
day night, when more trials will be 
taken up- 

Two men were dismissed from the force 
last night as the result of the investi- 
gations, and these were Patrolman 8. 
D. Hurst and Supernumerary B. H. Allen. 
Hurst was found guilty of some conduct 
unbecoming an officer, and Allen was be- 


- lieved to have been guilty of imbibing too 


freely. 
Patrolman T. 8. Grant was given a 


suspension of thirty days for getting 
mixed up in the Wheeler murder case. 

Patrolman C. E. Crabtree was sus- 

pended for thirty days on the charge of 
being under the influence of liquor and 
neglecting to send in reports from the 
call boxes. 
4 The case against Patrolman George 
Harper was dismissed without the board 
going into executive session to discuss 
the matter. : 

A case against Patrolman W. 8. Starnes 
was also dismissed before the board took 
the time to discuss it. 

The case against Detective J. M. Hew- 
itt was postponed until next Monday 
night, when the trials will be resumed. 

Patrolman E. M. Berry, who was 
charged with drinking while on duty, was 
continued at his request until next Mon- 
day. 
Used Recorder’s Courtroom. 

The board was called to order in the 
commissioners’ rooms, but before a case 
had been tried it was decided to adjourn 
to the recorder’s courtroom in order to 
have more room for the large crowd pres- 
ent and for the commissioners to get 
fresh air. 

Two officers carried a huge tub of ice 
lemonade into the courtroom, and when- 
ever things began to warm up too much 
a commissioner called for lemonade and 
cooled off. 

Officer Grant was first placed on trial. 
His sworn testimony in the trial of Ike 
Wheeler for killing Hambrick was intro- 
duced and read. Grant testified that he 
had talked with Hambrick and warned 
him of trouble if he went to see the 
Wheeler woman. The officer had been 
criticised for not reporting what he knew 
before the killing was done. He pleaded 
not guilty and introduced witnésses to 
prove that the Woman was Wheeler's 
wife. The commissioners found him gutfl- 
ty of not doing his duty and left him off 
the force for a month. 

Supernumerary B. H. Allen was placed 
On trial in two cases. The chief of police 
Stated that when an officer went to find 
Allen yesterday to serve him with a copy 
of charges in the original case he found 
the supe drinking in a box car. Allen 
was at the time serving as a watchman. 
Witnesses testified they saw Allen yes- 
terday and he was under the influence of 
liquor. The old case did not amount to 
much, the witnesses not being present. 
He was found guilty of the charges and 
Was dismissed from the force. 

The case against Detective Hewitt was 
called. Attorney John McClellan, in be- 
half, of the detective, stated that he de- 
sired a Postponement of the case, as the 
mayor was absent and he understood that 
the board had decided not to take up 
the matter with a member absent. 

This motion was overruled, The attor- 


a 


ney said he had another motion to make, 
and it was to-postpone the case on ac- 
count of the absence of Attorney Moyers, 
who was the leading attorney for the 
officer. Upon this showing the case was 
allowed to go over until next Monday, 
when it will be heard. 

The charge against the detective is that 
he received money from a woman and 
failed to give it all back to her. The 
amount said to be involved is about $90. 
The officer has denied the charge and 
Says he expects to prove himself not 
guilty. 

Intermission for Refreshments. 


Despite the fact that the electric fans 
were buzzing away and all the windows 
were open, the commissioners got exces- 
sively warm and a recess was taken for 
five minutes. During the intermission 
large quantities of lemonade disappeared. 
After the refreshments had been served 
the board reconvened. 

The case against Supernumerary C. E. 
Crabtree was called. Two other supernu- 
meraries, Moon and Berry, testified that 
they saw Crabtree going on duty one 
night about three months ago and they 
noticed that he had been drinking. That 
same night he failed to report at the 
cali boxes from 2 until 5 o’clock. 

The chief of police explained that he 
had suspended Crabtree seven days for 
failure to report, but that nothing was 
known about the alleged intoxication yntil 
a few days ago. Berry, one of the wit- 
nesses, who reported the matter to Com- 
missioner Fox, was himself under gsimi- 
lar charges. 

The board wag not unanimous in the 
Crabtree case, but finally voted to gus- 
pend him for thirty days. 

Patrolman George Harper was placed 
on trial. Citizen W.C. Phelps stated to 
the board that Harper humiliated him 
by dragging him through the streets as if 
he was handling a hobo. He felt that 
great indignity had been heaped on him 
and he wanted the board to give him re- 
dress. 

Officer Harper stated that Phelps and 
another citizen had been pointed out 
when a search was being made for a 
pickpocket; that he treated the men 
kindly and only asked them to go with 
him a little way, and that as soon as he 
discovered he had the wrong men he im- 
mediately -released them. 

On motion of Commissioner Jones the 
case against Harper was dismissed with- 
out the case receiving any further con- 
sideration. 

This Officer Was Vindicated. 

Patrolman Starnes was charged by 
James Walker, a negro who runs a res- 
taurant on Ivy street, with cursing his 
daughter and using his club. The negro 
and his daughter testified that the offi- 
cer interfered with their business and was 
handling the girl roughly when the fath- 
er interfered. They said that Starnes 
used his club, felMing the man to the 
floer. 

Officer Starnes proved that the place 
had been disorderly before and that he 
had to do what he did to preserve order. 
He used his club when he had been as- 
saulted with a chair. 

This case was dismissed promptly on 
motion from Commissioner Jones. 

After a short executive session to make 
tp verdicts the board adjourned to re- 
sume the same kind of business Monday 
night, and a drink of ice lemonade all 
round wound up the evening’s work. 


THERMOMETER WENT TO 93. 


Was Not So Hot Yesterday as Suffer- 
ing Humanity Appeared 
To Think. 

Sufferers from the sun’s rays were to 
be seen on every corner yesterday mop- 
ping their dripping brows, and emitting 
long drawn “‘whews’’ that seemed to stir 
the heated atmosphere in their imme- 
diate vicinity. They moved disconsolate- 
ly up and down the streets, every vestige 
of energy melted into the one desire to 
keep cool. 

If they had only known it they were 
not really warm. The highest tempera- 
ture yesterday was only 93. Many citi- 
zens said it was the warmest day since 
the war, and they sat in groups, under 
the friendly fans in soda founts, and 
swapped stories anent the weather. 

The mean temperature last Saturday 
was 77 degrees. Sunday it reached the 
Sist mark. For the last week, includ- 
ing Sunday, which was one of the warm- 
est days of the month, it has been some- 
what cooler than the usual July. Sun- 
day, for the first time since the 8th, it 
was 1 degree above the normal July. The 
first eight days of the month the mean 
temperature was 83 degrees, which is 
above the normal July. So far during 
the month ite saumanamsec heat is 5 de- 

ove the normal. 
east ge on the 15th it was 4 de- 
grees above the normal. The 13th, 14th, 
isth and 16th of last year were consid- 
erably warmer than an ather we have 
had this year. The h st temperature 
during the month of July last year was 
97 degrees on the 17th... The highest dur- 
ing the month of July this year was 
yesterday, which was 93 degrees. 

There has been considerably more rain 
this month than during the same time 
last year. The total rainfall the first 
fifteen days of last year’s July was only 
1.36 inches, x Ng which fell on two days,

tS ae July of this year we have had 
1.70 inches, which was scattered over six 
days. The rainfall so far for the year 
is 8.16 inches ahead of the normal. 

The indications are for about the same 
temperature, with perhaps local thunder 
storms in or around Atlanta, which 
will cool the atmosphere and at least 
make the city tenatable.

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Council Retused To Hear from 
ts Investigating Committee 


TWO REPORTS WERE MADE 


Councilman Maddox Presented a Red 
Hot Document, 


MAYOR'S FRIENDS CLAIM VICTORY 


Papers Were Lost Soon After Action 
Was Taken by Council—Mat- 
ter Seems To Have Been 
Brought to a 
Close. 


The investigation into the alleged mis- 
conduct of Mayor James G. Woodward 
was brought to an apparent close yes- 
terday afternoon when council laid the 
majority and minority reports upon the 
table without having either document 
read. 

The committee had gone fully into the 
charges against the mayor and the ac- 
tion taken by council in refusing to hear 
from its own committee is regarded by 
the mayor’s friends as a distinct victory 
for the chief executive. 

The majority report of the committee 
was signed by Aldermen Welch and Kil- 
patrick, Councilmen Grady and Harwell. 

The minority report was signed by 
Councilman J. J. Maddox. 

The majority report, while {t does not 
vindicate the mayor, requests that the 
city attorney be asked to give an opinion 
as to whether or not there are grounds 
for the institution of impeachment pro- 
ceedings. It declares that some of the 
charges were proved by sworn testimony, 
but there was a difference of opinion as 
to whether or not the charges constituted 
grounds for impeachmen# proceedings, 

The minority report is one of the most 
sensational papers ever presented to coun- 
cil and consists almost entirely of ex- 
tracts from the sworn testimony of wit- 
nesses who testified before the commit- 
tee and states there are suffic‘ent grounds 
for impeachment of the mayor. Jn this 
report Councilman Maddox explains why 
he cannot sign the majority report. 

After the action had been taken on the 
papers City Clerk Green declined to allow 
them to be viewed by The Constitution re- 
porters present, declaring there was a 
doubt in his mind as to whether or not 
they were public papers. 

Mayor. Pro Tem. Mayson declared it was 
his opinion that the papers were public 
and that the newspapers were entitled to 
them. Despite this statement Clerk 
Green declined to permit the papers to 
be seen. 

When the clerk returned to his desk 
after discussing the matter, the papers 
could not be found and he said that some 


} one had removed them. At a late hour 


last night he declared they had not been 
found. 

The Constitution secured copies of both 
reports. The majority report is given 
in full. The minority report is not gfven 
owing to the fact that some of the testi- 


that are deemed unfit to print. 
How the Matter Came Up. 

Under the head of “reports from special 
committees,’’ which is called by the pre- 
siding officer toward the latter part of 
each session, the matter arose. Council- 
man Grady secured the floor and present- 
ed the report of the special investigating 
committee, appointed to inquire into al- 
leged impeachable conduct of Mayor 
Woodward. Councilman Grady was sec- 
retary of the committee. 

In presenting the report he stated that 
the committee thought the evidence 
should be kept secret until after it had 
been reviewed by the city atorney. 

When Councilman Grady handed the re- 
port of the majority to the clerk, Coun- 
cilman Maddox also passed up a paper, 
which proved to be a minority report 
signed only by himself. 


Text of the Report. 

The majority report, which Clerk Green 
refused to allow representatives of the 
newspapers to see, is not altogether an 
uninteresting document. It is as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., July 16, 1900.—To the 
General Council: The spectal commit- 
tee appointed to investigate the vari- 
ous rumors of alleged misconduct on 
the part of the mayor has completed 
its labors. We have investigated 
all of the various rumors and charges 
known to us as thoroughly and 
diligently as possibly, and while the 
testimony (much of it inexplicably 
conflicting) has developed many things 
which meet with our unmeasured con- 
demnation, we feel that the question 
of impeachment is one that should 
be looked at from a legal rather than 
a m@pral standpoint, and we res t- 

“fully recommend thaf the stenographic 
report of the testimony be referred 
to the city attorney for his opinion. 

The committee is, of course, agreed 
that some of the rumors are true, as 
the testimony shows, but we are di- 
vided in our opinions as to whether or 
not such charges constitute legal 
grounds for impeachment and we rec- 
ommend that, as the matter is a legal 
one, the city attorney pass upon the 
evidence. 

Believing that the matter is one that 
would eventually be decided by the 
courts and not wishing to involve the 
city in any useless and expensive un- 
dertaking, we feel that the evidence 
should be passed on by the legal 
representative of the city, he being 
the one best able to decide whether or 
not the evidence collected by us con- 
stitutes legal grounds for impeach- 
ment. 

We further recommend that the ste- 
nographic report of the testimony, 


while of course open to all members 
of this body, not made public and 


that it be kept by the city attorney. 
Councilman Brady meats | the adoption 
of the majority report. _ 
was a momentary pause in coun- 
cil.

Waterworks Matter Caused Many Mo- 
tions and Amendments, = 


ALDERMAN WELCH BEGAN IT 


He Introduced Resolution Calling for 
Commission To Investigate. 


PETERS STREET CAUSES ANOTHER DEBATE

It was no dull, languid sesion, in keep- 
ing with the state the weather is suppos- 
ed to produce, that council held yester- 
day. 

During the fore part of the session the 
councilmen used their fans vigorously and 
complained of the heat, but before a mo- 
tfon to adjourn was carried they had for- 
gotten about the weather, their fans and 
themselves, There Were motions, amend- 
ments, amendments to amendments, sub- 
stitutes, points or order, motions to refer, 
to commit and to lay upon the table; 
there were motions to adjourn, there were 
motions without seconds and motions that 
were lost and flanally a call for the pre- 
vious question, which was carried amid 
cries of ‘“‘what is the previous question?” 

Councilmen grew facetious, stormed, 
talked, fussed and fumed, both with and 
without success, according to the humor 
of their conferees. Members who dre hab- 
itually silent became loquacious; those 
who like to wear out the tops of their 
desks with their shoes kept their feet un- 
der their chairs and those who frequently 
border upon somnolence displayed activ- 


ity. There was no dearth of action, spirit 
and dash, and through it all council left 
the impression that it was enjoying itself. 

One man who kept pace with the pro- 
ceedings was Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson. 
He kept track of the various motions and 
resolutions and not once did councilmen 
succeed in causing him a moment’s hes- 


itation. 

When council had finished this session a 
careful examination of notes showed that 
it had referred about six or seven mo- 
tions, resolutions and amendments and 
substitutes, all bearing on the water- 
works question, to the commitee on wa- 
terworks; it had agreed to let Peters 
street retain its $5,000 upon condition that 
the amount is to be expended on a rock 
and chert paving, and had adopted a 
number of inconsequential motions and 
resolutions. 

The Welch Resolution. 

It was the waterworks question that 
started the fun. The original resolution 
came from Alderman Welch, It provided 
for a commisison of local engineers and 
machinists to inquire into the cause of 
the recent breaks at Hemphill station of 
the waterworks system and report to 
council. The resolution is as follows: 

Whereas, conditions in connection with the 
waterworks of the city of Atlanta are such as 
have created widespread apprehension that 
some radical defect exists in the plant; and 

Whereas, it is alleged that responsibility for 
the proper correction of such defect rests with 
this body; and 

Whereas, in order that we may have such in- 
formation as will enable us to give intelligent 
consideration to the questions involved, there- 
fore be it— 

Resolved, by the mayor and general council 
That a commission be appointed, consisting of 
the following citizens, viz: W. lL. Tracey, 
Thomas Elliott, Major J. M. Green and C. H. 
Hudson, who shall be requested to render to 
the city the valuable service of investigating 
and reporting to this body upon the character, 
condition and management of the city’s entire 
waterworks’ plant, together with recommenda-

Councilman Barrett opposed the adop- 

tion of the resolution because he a

He knew beCause he had been 
working around machinery for twenty 

ears. 

 Peoaeiiin Pope said council had been 
criticised and as a considerable portion of 
the criticism had fallen upon the finance 
committee, he desired protecting the com- 
mittee of which he was chairman. 

Councilman Thompson introduced a res- 
olution providing that the waterworks <de- 
partment purchase duplicate parts to all 
its engines and keep them at the two 
stations ready for any emergency. 

Alderman Welch told why he introduced 
his resolution. He said council had been 
criticised. He said council was “up

An entirely new electric lighting fran-. 
chise, the result of a caucus between . 
certain members of council, was yester- 
day afternoon placed upon the second: 
reading and adopted. 

The ordinance was introduced by Coun-: 
eiman Pope, of the seventh ward. There 
was no discussion upon it. Councilman’ 
Pope explained the differences between 
the caucus ordinance and ‘the greatly 
amended Grady ordinance, and AJderman 
Welch asked a number of questions re- : 
garding the caucus, he having not been. 
iavited to attend, but when the vote to 
place the caucus ordinance upon its sec. 
ond reading was put only three members | 
of council voted against it. 

It gives a franchise for twenty years: 
to the Atlanta Railway Company. Wheth- 
er it wil] be accepted by the company for 
which it was adopted is a matter af 
doubt. E. Woodruff, president of the At- 
lanta Railway Company, was present dur- 
ing the reading of the caucus ordinance. 
He was accompanied by Colonel John B. 
Goodwin, one of the attorneys for the 
woad. They conferred frequently during 
the reading and President Woodruff dur- 
ing a considerable portion of the time held 
a copy of the amendeg Grady ordinance 
in his hand in order to compare it with 
he caucus ordinance as the reading pro- 
ceeded.

Second Attempt To Override Col 
Huguenin, of Macon 


— 


GOVERNOR TAKES A nAND 


Line Officer Falled To Apply to Hls 
Commanding Officer, 


RESULT OF FRICTION IN SECOND 


~- 


Application for Leave for a Com- 
mand Made Direct to Gov- 
ernor Candler and Was 
Promptly Re- 
fused. 


What may have been a second attempt 
yn the part of line officers of the Second 
Georgia regiment to go oWer the head of 
Colonel E. D. Huguenin, the commanding 
officer of the Macon regiment, was 
promptly ended yesterday morning by 
Governor Candler. The attempted snub 
of the officer commanding—if, indeed, 
anything of the kind was intended—came 
this time from Tennille, Ga., where a por- 
tion of the company commanded by Cap- 
tain T. W. Hardwick, of Sandersville, is 
stationed. 

A request was made of Governor Can- 
adler direct, by one of the officers of this 
company, for permission to take the com- 
mand, or a portion of it, to Dublin, where 
a short encampment is now being held. 
Such requests should invariably come to 
the adjutant ——- office through the 
commanding offic of the regiment. In 
this case, however, Colonel Huguenin’s 
presence was overlooked and the request 
made of the governor, the plea being en- 
tered at the time that Colonel Huguenin 
was not in Macon and could not be found 
by the-officer seeking the leave of ab- 
sence for his command. 

Governor Candler in a brief reply re- 
fused to grant the application desired and 
at the same time directed the officer to 
Colonel Huguenin. 

It was ascertained by the goyernor, or 
at least his information was to the ef- 
fect that Colonel Huguenin had been in 
Macon all the time or in telegraph and 
telephone communication with that city. 
Receiving the reply of the governor, the 
officer applying for the leave approached 
Colonel Huguenin and through the lat- 
ter officer the permission desired was 
granted. 

Not the First Instance. 

The election of Colonel Huguenin to the 
command of the Second regiment last 
February was one of the warmest held 
in any of the militia regiments, and oc- 
casional evidences of friction have from 
time to time been detected by the adju- 
tant general’s office. 

A few days ago the commanding offt- 
cer of the Macon Volunteers, one of the 
oldest and finest commands in the state, 
applied directly to Governor Candler for 
leave to accompany the Fourth regiment 
to Cumberland island. Governor Candler 
noted. the unusual manner in whicn the 


application came, but he granted it on |, 


the ground that Colonel Huguenin had 
been absent from Macon. A few hours 
after the application was granted the 
governor revoked it and notified the Ma- 
con company that the request would have 
to come through the colonel, who was in 
easy reach of the city. 

Govérnor Candler would express no 
opinion whatefer regarding the matter 
and contented himself with stating briefly 
that he had directed the Tennille officer 
to the colonel of his regiment. He an- 
nounced that he proposed to see the law 
carried out in all instances and would 
gay nothing as to any intended violation 
of the law by certain line officers of the 
Second regiment.

J. Lewis Browne, organist at the Sacred 
Heart church, this city, has received a 
-letter from the Count di San-Martino, 
director of the St. Caecilia \academy, 
Rome, Italy, informing him that a num- 
ber of his works, including the orches- 
tration of the great D major fugue of 
Bach, had been placed in the library of 
that famous institution. In the same 
communication the count invited Mr. 
Browne to give an organ recitel in Rome. 

The St. Caecilia academy was founded 
by Palestrina early in the seventeenth 
century and is the oldest ecclesiastical 
music school, and contains the rarest col- 
lection of music works in the world. 


Dr. Martinez Reguera contributes to a 
Spanish medical journal an account of a 
wonderful spring whose waters, he 
claims, cure unrequited love, says The 
Louisville Courier-Journal.

PER CAPITA LOSS SMALL 


Big Difference Between Atlanta and 
Kansas City. 


MACON AND NEW HAVEN SECOND 


In Spite of Small Equipment, the 
Local Department Ranks First 
in Efficiency. 


The annual report of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters of the United 
States places Atlanta ahead of every 
other city its size in the country in the 
matter of fire protection. 

Chief W. R. Joyner, of the city fire 
department, received yesterday advance 
notite of the underwriters’ report for 1899 
containing an accurate estimate of the 
per capita loss by fire in all the princi- 
pal cities. It has been found that the 
only correct estimate of fire loss is made 
by averaging the ‘amount of loss per 
capita in each city. Kansas City leads 
the list of thickly populated centers with 
@ destruction of property at the rate of 
$6.11 per capita, Toledo, O., coming sec- 
ond with an average loss of $5.09. 

Atlanta shows the remarkably small 
loss ot 55 cents per capita for the last 
year. Macon, Ga., and New Haven, 
Conn., come next with a loss of 75 cents 
a head. Baltimore easily outranks all 
the large cities of the east with a loss 
of only 89 cents. 

In the efficiency of the local fire de- 
partment Atlantians strongly believe and 
this belief is strengthened by the remark- 
able showing for the city in the fire 
underwriters’ report. The vast majority 
of the cities given in thé attached list 
have much more fire apparatus than At- 
lanta. New Haven, Conn., for instance, 
while only a little larger than Atlanta, 
has almost double the fire apparatus, 
yet the citizens of New Haven in 1899 


lost 75 cents a head by fire and those of 


Atlanta only 55 cents.

CHINESE NEWS — SERIOUS 


Nearly All Influences Were Agalnst 
Price Improvement 


THE BULLS WERE DISHEARTENED 


Europe Sold Large Amounts of the 
Summer Months and the South 
Sold New. Crop Positions. 
Closed 3 to 8 Points 
Lower. 


New York, July 16.—Farly events on the 
cotton exchange were erciting and thoroughly 
disheartening to the bull forces which suffered 
so severely in Saturdays’ se‘ling movement. 
Nearly all the influences bearing on the market 
were again against price improvement. In 
view of the heavy decline and enorr.ous unload- 
ing on that day, the bulls looked for a natural 
reaction this morning. But the cables were 
weak, the crop news good and the weather re- 
ports nearly all that could be desirel. More- 
over the China news was euch as to prevent 
fresh investment buying for outside account. 
With Liverpool futures down 5% to 6% 
roints and spot cotton off we. our market 
opened easy with July 2 points higher and 
later deliveries 2 to 9 points lower. There 
was slight further decline immediately after 
the call, and then a brief period of hesitation 
fcllowed by a sharp rise in keeping with a 
turn in the tendency of prices abroad. But 
before middday the market had developed fresh 
weakness, and unde: heavy selling for both 
accounts dropped rapidly to the lowest level 
of the morning, a net declins of 8 to 10 points. 
Europe sold large amounts of summer months 
cotton here, and the south sold the new crop 
potitions. Predictions that tormorrrow’s govern- 
ment crop report end weather statement would 
be a decided argument, helped to weaken sen- 
tirrent in bull quarters. The short time policy 
of Fall River mills was regaréed as but a tem- 
porary relief for the congested cloth situation 
at home, while southern mills reported a super- 
abundance of raw material and manufactured 
gcods with a few orders. During the early 
afternoon the market was speculatively flag 
and featureless. The late phases were not 
specially interesting and prices varied scarcely 
five points. 

lhe close was steady with prices 3 to 8 net 
lower.

New York, July J]4.—A rather dull week in 
ectton culminated today in a sharp decline. 
Moderate telling of the new crop on ‘the 
strength of improved aacounts from the cotton 
flelds, and liquidation of the old, through fear 
that a collapse of the bull deal in the New 
Orleans market — at any time rerder the 
summer monthes exceptionally weak, brought 
about the break. Until today the market ruled 
cor parativ ely steady, but The Financial Chron- 
icie’s report this morning was exceedingly fav- 
orable ard this together with urgent Nquida- 
tion of August, furnished a decided downward 
impetis. The July report of the egricultural 
bureau, issued Tuesday, was a very builish 
doctnent. Its percentage of condition—75.8— 
being phencmenally low end the report in de- 
tail being decidedly gloomy. But the market 
had discontinued the character of the report 
and it did not ‘nfluence prices appreciably. 
Liverpool has latterly taken a less optimistic 
view of the situation and the undertone to that 
merket has not been good. That the develop- 
rents of the last fortright have been bearish 
in character caanot be denied and the ccn par- 
atively moderate decline in the face of them is 
a puzzle to many of the slrewdest judges in 
ths trade. The bears believe this to be because 
the market is artificially sustained by strong 
bull parties in Liverpool. and New Orleans 
who regard the slim stocks existing as furnish- 
ing an attractive opportunity for manipulation 
and to the timidity of operators to commit 
themséives on the short side in view of the 
bad crop accounts current two weeks ago. The 
bulls contend that the strength of the market 
is matural and healthy; that the crop, not- 
withstanding its recejit improvement is not 
in a condition to withstand even slightly ad- 
verse conditions; that the extremely strong 
position of cotton more than offsets the de- 
pressed condition of trade and that anything 
which develops hereafter in favor of the mar- 
ket will be pronptly responded to in the eourse 
of prices. While there is much truth in the 
bull position, I am inclined to think that, at 
these prices, the chances ar2 more ugainst the 
market than in its fevor, and, unless the crop 
row growing should receive some fresh and se- 
rious setback, I do not believe that present 
prices can be sustained.

Chicago, July 16.—The corn market suffered 
a demoralization because of the break-up of the 
drought, September closing 3%@3%c under Sat- 
urday. Wheat felt this and weak cables and 
closed %c lower. 

Oats lost %c and provisions from 7%@I10 to 
30c lower. 

Corn at the outset assured the decidedly weak 
position which made it the center of attraction 
in Chicago durin@ the day. The opening was 
lower and early trading jammed the price still 
further down. There was practically one fac- 
tor—rain in general quantities in the corn belt. 
Kansas especially. Message after message 
poured in announcing that the drought had 
been broken, and the crop left with the bright- 
est prospects. There was rain Sunday and more 
today. Country acceptances were heavy. Lo- 
cal people got 750.000 bushels on bids sent out 
last night.
